In  the  tablo  (horizontal  column  4  and  vertic¬ 


ally  column  4  and  5),  it  is  pointed  out  that  in  1937 
Japan  had  4  soparate  tank  rogiments  of  which  2  wore 
in  tho  Kwantung  Army.  As  it  is  shown  in  horizontal 
column  2  and  vortical  columns  6  and  7,  in  1942  two 
tank  groups  \ycro  formed  in  th<-  Japanese  Army  and 
stationed  in  Manchuria.  As  can  bo  soon  from  hori¬ 
zontal  column  1  and  vortical  columns  8  and  9,  in 
1943  threo  tank  divisions  wore  formed  in  tho  Japan¬ 
ese  Army  and  all  of  those  divisions  wore  included  in 
the  Kwantung  Army.- 

It  is  pointed  out  in  tho  horizontal  column  5 
that  in  1932  tho  Kwantung  Army  had  only  t^vo  G.H.Q. 
Reserve  Artillery  Regiments y  in  1937  i^  bad  7  regi¬ 
ments,  in  1942  it  had  18  regiments  and  in  1943  it  had 
20  out  of  46  G.H.g.  Reserve  Artillery  Regiments  in 

the  whole  Japanese  Army. 

I  present  prosecution  document  No.  2130 
which  contains  the  information  on  tho  troops  of  the 
puppet  governments  created  by  tho  Japanese  in  Man¬ 
churia  and  Inner  Mongolia.  This  is  a  document  of  the 
General  Staff  of  the  Soviet  Red  Army. 


THE  PRESILENT:  Mr,  Logan. 

MR.  LOGAN;  This  exhibit  has  a  map  attached 
to  it  dated  1945,  As  I  understand  the  Indictment  and 
the  statements  of  the  prosecutor  at  the  commencement 
of  this  phase,  there  is  no  claim,  and  there  can  be 
none,  that  Japan  attacked  Russia  in  1945»  so  that  the 
stationing  of  the  army  of  Manchoukuo  in  1945  would  be 
nnv  issue  In  this  case.

COLONEL  IVi.NOV:  Simultaneously  v^ith  the  in¬ 
crease  of  the  land  forces  in  Uanchurla  Japan  increased 
her  Sungari.  River  flotilla  subordinated  to  the  Kwan- 
tung  /.rmy. 

From  the  1st  horizontal  column  of  this  table, 
it  is  seen  that  in  1931  there  was  only  one  Japanese 
warship  with  the  crew  sixty  men  strong  on  the  Sung¬ 
ari*  River.  The  2nd  column  of  the  table  shov/s  that 
in  the  period  of  1935-37  the  flotilla  increased  up 
to  twenty-eight  warships  and,  in  194^1 »  up  to  ninety- 
eight  warships  v/ith  the  personnel  of  2500  men  strong. 

I  offer  in  ovldenco  prosecution  document  No. 
2151  which  contains  information  on  the  growth  of  the 
network  of  railroads  and  highways  in  Manchuria  during 
the  period  of  1931  to  1945.  The  document  is  being 
offered  to  establish  the  fact  that  for  the  purpose 
of  creation  of  military  base  against  the  U.S.S.R., 
Japan  started  intensive  construction  of  railroads  and 


highways  in  Kanchuria  sinco  1931 • 

Outlino  maps  of  tho  railroads  of  Manchuria 
for  1931-36  and  194?  are  attached  to  this  document, 
and  copies  of  them  wore  served  upon  tho  defense.  I 
ask  your  Honor  to  allow  me  to  demonstrate  enlarged 
charts  for  tho  convenience  of  the  Court.  They  con¬ 
tain  tho  data  given  in  tho  document  and  might  bo 
useful  as  a  visual  illustration. 

THE  PRESIDENT*  Admitted  on  tho  usual

COLONEL  IVANOV*  Those  are  the  same  maps

THE  PRESIDENT*  Th^so  are  quite  distinct. 
These  are  not  photo  copies  --  those  things  on  the 
wall,  I  mean.  I  know  wo  are  looking  at  copies.  That 
is  what  we  have  been  provided  with.  V/o  do  not  look 
at  tho  originals.  But  those  maps  on  tho  wall  are 
quite  distinct.

COLONEL  IVrtNOV;  I  quote  the  document: 

"..t  the  time  of  the  Japanese  occupation  in 
1931  the  whole  network  of  railways  in  Manchuria  was 
6,140  km.  in  length  (including  the  Chinese  Eastern 

Railroad) . 

"There  were  no  automobile  roads  in  Man¬ 
churia,  except  in  the  Kwantung  region  v/here  there 
were  several  dozens  of  kllonotors  of  asphalt  auto¬ 
mobile  roads." 

I  omit  the  end  of  this  paragraph  and  quote 

further: 


"Py  1936  tht‘  raffoad  network  of  Manchuria 
was  already  8.336  km.  in  length,  and  the  directions 
of  the  newly  built  rallroad-llnes  and  railroad  lines 
In  process  of  construction  showed  clearly  agf'resslve 
nature  of  these  constructions  aimed  to  equip  the  Man¬ 
churian  base  with  communications  against  the  U. S.S.R. 

"Thus  from  1932  to  1936  there  was  construc¬ 
ted  a  railway  line  from  the  district  of  Tchangehung 
through  Taran  (Eychcntzi)  to  Halun-Arshan  (at  the 
frontier  of  the  Mongolian  People's  Republic), 
construction  of  a  railway  line  to  the  frontier  of 
the  U. S.S.R.  In  Prlmorye  was  completed,  (Tumln- 
Mudantzlan)  Tynkory  Du.;an,  a  new  railway  line  was 
built  from  the  Korean  port  of  Yukl  to  the  town  of 
Tumln  other  railway  linws  were  being  built  to  other 
points  of  the  Sovlet-Mnnchurlan  frontier  (Hut on,  to 
the  lower  reaches  of  the  Suncrarl  river,  the  new  road 
through  Mergen  to  Amur,  etc.)  It  must  be  stated  that 
all  these  railroads  were  of  no  economic  significance, 
as  they  passed  through  thinly  populated  and  unculti¬ 
vated  districts,  where  there  were  no  industrial  en¬ 
terprises  andwheo^e  no  enterprises  were  being  built. 

"Together  with  the  building  of  railroads, 
automobile  roads  were  rapidly  being  built  as  well. 

"The  network  of  automobile  highways  was 


9.000  km.  in  length  In  1936.  The  building  of  auto¬ 
mobile  roads  was  mainly  accomplished  in  districts 
adiacent  to  the  frontier  of  U. S.S.R.  (in  Barga,  in 
Primorye,  along  the  Sunparl  and  in  the  district^  . 

near  the  Soviet  Prlmorye). 

"By  194-1  the  length  of  railroad  lines  in 
Manchuria  had  already  reached  10. 735km.  The  rail¬ 
road  communications  in  the  west  were  extended:  from 
Halun-Arshan  to  Handagal,  in  Prlamurje  from  Nche  to 
Holunmln  (second  main  line  to  the  Amur)j  from  Boll 
to  Tzyamusi,  from  Dunan  to  Hutoft.  And  alonp  the 
river  a  railroad  from  Sulhiia  to  Lyantzyankow  was 
built;  The  building  of  the  second  railway  line  from 
Mukden  to  Chanchun  was  already  completed  and  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  second  track  on  lines  as  Chanchun- 
Harbin,  Harbln-Pogranlchnaja,  LJnkou-Dunan  and  I^ukden- 

Andun  started  to  develop. 

"By  the  end  of  1941  the  Japanese  had  built 
in  Manchuria  18,460  km.  of  automobile  highways,  and 
in  addition  20,665  km.  of  local  roads  were  reconstruc¬ 
ted  and  Improved.  The  total  length  of  all  auto-truck 
roads  by  the  beginning  of  1942  in  Manchuria  was  about 
60,000  km. 

"By  the  beginning  of  1«'45  the  railway  net 
work  of  Manchuria  was  about  13»700  km.  By  this  time 
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the  Jr,pancse  completed  the  second  railroad  from  Cen 
tral  Manchuria  to  the  north  in  Priamurie  from  Holun 
min  to  Sakhalin  and  completed  laying  a  second  track 
on  the  following  lines:  Chanchian-Harbin,  Harbin- 
Pogranlchnaya,  Llnkow-Dunan,  ?^ukden-Andun,  Tumln- 
Vantzin,  continuing  the  building  of  a  second  route 
from  Vantzln  to  Mudantzyan  and  from  Dunan  to  Hutow. 

•"The  building  of  automobile  roads  was  per 
formed  by  improving  the  passabillty  of  roads,  mainly 
in  districts  adjacent  to  the  frontier. 

"The  total  length  of  automobile  roads  in 
Manchuria  at  the  beginning  of  1945  reached  22,000  km." 

I  would  like  to  draw  the  Tribunal's  ntten 
tlon  to  these  outline  naps  of  railroads  which  show 
that  the  network  of  railroads  in  Manchuria  was  es¬ 
pecially  thick  in  the  area  bordering  on  Soviet 
Primorye.  ..s  wo  shall  show  further,  the  direction 
of  these  ways  corresponded  to  the  operation  direct 
ions  v/orkod  out  in  accordance  with  the  operation 
plans  of  the  Japanese  General  S taff  to  open  main 
•  offensive  operations  of  the  Japanese  J^my  against 
the  U.S.S.R. 

I  present  prosecution  document  No.  2134 
which  gives  Inf ormr.  tlon  on  the  growth  of  the  net¬ 
work  of  airfields  In  Manchuria  during  the  period

"Beginning  from  1932  and  during  the  follow¬ 
ing  years  of  occupation  of  I’anchurla  the  Kwantung 
Army  Command  undertook  a  large-scale  construction  of 
fllr-bases,  airfields,  and  landing  fields  preparing 
a  military  base  for  the  operations  of  the  Japanese 

Air  Forces  against  the  U.S.S.R." 

In  the  table  of  the  growth  of  airfield 

system  in  Ttenchiu^la,  presented  to  the  Tribunal, 
vertical  column  3  says  that  the  number  of  airfields 
in  Manchuria  in  1931  was  5,  1^  1936,  4^3,  1^^  194-1, 

74,  In  1945  it  had  grown  to  116. 

Taking  into  account  air  bases  and  number  of 

landing  grounds,  the  total  number  of  all  airfields 

as  it  is  seen  from  the  last,  that  is,  the  fifth 

column,  amounted  to:  5  i»i  1931,  150  in  1936,  287 

in  1941,  416  in  1945.

"A  The  most  important  aim  of  the  Japanese 
occupation  of  Manchuria  waste  build  un  a  military 
base  on  the  continent, 

"Q  Against  what  country  was  this  base  built? 

"A  Mainly  against  the  U.S.S.R.  and  China. 

•'Q  Where  did  you  find  out  that  the  aim  of  the 
Japanese  occupation  of  Manchuria  was  to  make  Manchuria 
a  military  base  against  the  U.S.S.R.  and  China? 

"A  This  was  the  opinion  of  the  Japanese 
political  leaders  and  the  Kwantung  Army.  I  know  that 
the  problem  of  preparing  for  a  v/or  against  the  U.S.S.R. 
was  discussed  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Kwantung  Army. 

I  heard  about  it  from  the  Commanders  of  the  Kwantung 
Army,  generals  UMLZU,  UTDA,  MINAMI,  and  Lieutenant 
General  IKEDA." 
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I  omit  a  part  of  the  document  and  resume  read¬ 
ing  from  paragraph  2  on  page  2; 

"Q  From  v/hom  and  what  kind  of  orders  did  you 
receive  concerning  the  operation  of  the  base  cf  opera¬ 
tion  against  the  U.S.S.R.  v/lthin  Manchuria? 

"A  The  Kv/antung  kept  its  military  plan  secret, 

but  it  demanded  the  government  to  take  up  many  kinds 

of  measures  in  ptyliftlcal  and  economical  s'^ministration, 

"Q  From  whom  and  what  kind  of  orders  did  you 
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receive?. 

"A  First  I  received  orders  from  the  Kwantung 
Army  concerning  the  first  and  second  plans  on  develop¬ 
ing  Manchuria.  The  main  points  of  this  plan  arc  to 
develop  industry,  to  supplement  the  demands  of  the 
Kwantung  /rmy,  to  set  up  railways  and  roads  which  can 
be  useful  in  the  case  of  a  war  breaking  out  against 
the  U.S.S.R.,  and  to  prepare  a  food  base. 

'  "Q  The  ultimate  aim  was  for  Japan  to  prepare  an 
economical  base  for  operations  arainst  the  U.S.S.R., 
v/a  sn  ’  t  it? 

"A  Yes,  it  was  for  an  attack  against  the  U.S.S.R." 

I  skip  one  question  and  one  answer  and  continue 
to  quote  the  same  on  the  sec  and  page: 

"Q  From  whom  and  what  kind  of  orders  did  you 


receive  concerning  the  preparation  of  the  base  for  a

war  against  the  U.S.S.R,? 

"A  /fter  all  the  political  and  economical 
demands  of  the  Kwantung  /rmy  to  the  government  were  the 
preparation  for  a  war  against  the  U.S.S.R.  I  received 
orders  from  the  Commander  (Generals  of  the  Kwantung 
Army  UMEZU  and  YAl-JADA) ,  Chiefs  of  Staff  (Lldutenant 
Generals  KBRJRA,  YOSHIMOTO,  KASAH/*RA,  and  H/^TA) , 
Assistant  Chief  of  Staff  (Lieutenant  Generals  HATA 
and  IKEDA) ,  and  Chief  of  the  Fourth  Section  (Colonels 
KUROKAWA  and  OBI).'' 

Now  I  shall  quote  excerpts  from  page  4, 
paragraph  5* 

"Q  V’as  the  National  Service  Law  of  Shov/a.l4  (1939) 


in  Manchuria  proposed  by  the  Japanese? 

"A  The  NatLonal  Service  Law  was  proposed  by  the 
Kwantung  /rmy,  and  it  was  made  by  the  demand  of  UEDA, 
Commander  of  the  Kwantung  Army. 

"Q  What  was  the  reason  for  this  demand? 

"A  The  reason  was  that  it  was  necessary  to  have 
a  large  army  for  the  war  against  the  U.S.S.R." 

Further  TAKdBE  speaking  on  the  period  of  the 
war  between  Germany  and  the  Soviet  Union  made  the 
following  statement  on  the  using  of  the  forced  labor 
of  the  Manchurian  population  by  Japan  for  the  construe 
tlon  of  the  military  base.  When  TaKABE  was  asked  who 


carried  out  the  mobilization  of  manpower  in  Manchuria, 
he  said  (I  quote,  page  4): 

"A  The  mobilization  of  the  laborers  was  enforced 
in  compliance  v;ith  the  Krntokuen  plan  according  to  two 
ways.  One  was  by  sup’^lying  in  the  administrative  way, 
and  the  other  was  supplying  by  the  Labor  Service  Law, 
More  than  a  million  people  wore  mobilized  every  year." 

I  must  explain  that  "Kantokuen"  is  a  ciphered 
title  of  the  plan  of  speedy  military  preparations  which 
were  carried  out  in  the  summer  and  autumn  of  1941  after 
Germany  had  attacked  the*  Soviet  Union,  to  put  the 
Kwantung  Army  in  readiness  for  military  actions.

If  the  Tribunal  please  I  shall  road  extracts 
from  Prosecution  document  No.  1950  (exhibit  No.  699) 
which  has  earlier  been  presented,  the  affidavit  of 
Lt.  General  MIY^.KE,  Mitsuharu. 

From  December,  1940,  to  the  dry  of  the 
surrender  of  Japan,  MIYAKE  was  chief  of  the  Central 
Headaurrters  of  the  "Kyo-V/a-Kai"  (the  Concordia 
Society)  of  the  Manchurian  Empire. 

MIYAKE  testified  as  follows.  I  ouotc  page  5 
of  the  affidavit: 


The  chief  functions  of  the  KYO-WA-KAI  were 


to  mobilize  nil  Mrnchurlrns  so  thrt  we  might  secure 
the  regime  estrbllshed  by  Jnpr.n  c.ftcr  the  occupr.tlon 
of  MANCHUBIA  In  1931.  required  of  all  Mrn- 

churlrns  to  ^-ork  herd,  to  mrke  MANCHURI/.  cn  Importp.nt 
foundation  for  JAPAN  In  the  continent,  espedrlly 
to  strengthen  It  r.s  r  base  against  the  SOVIETS, 

For  that  purpose  ICYO-V/A-KAI  made  widespread  prop¬ 
aganda.,  gave  military  training  to  Its  members, 
especially  to  the  youth,  made  positive  efforts 
for  the  development  of  Manchurian  Industries 
especially  that  of  munitions,  participated  In  the 
construction  of  military  Installations  under  the 
direction  of  the  respective  military  headquarters 
and  organized  special  military  groups  for  war-time 
operations  named  »SEMP0  DAN*  (The  Vanguard  of  the 

Army)." 

Answering  the  question  whose  Initiative 
was  It  to  create  the  "Kyo-V/a.-Kal"  MIYAKE  said: 

(I  quote  on  page  6.) 

"The  Idea  of  this  Society  was  first  dis¬ 
closed  In  1931,  the  organizers  of  which  were  the 
KV/ANTUNG  ARMY  Staff,  especially  the  Commander 
HONJO,  and  me,  the  Chief  of  Staff  at  the  time. 

And  so  I  was  asked  to  become  the  head  of  the 
Central  Head-Office  of  that  organization  In  1940." 
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MIYAKE  strtod  thrt  in  19^5  the  number 
of  members  of  the  »Kyo4Vr-Krl''  orgrnizrtlon 
r mounted  to  4,500,000  people:

FURNESS;  I  don't  think,  if  your  Honor 
please,  wc  hove  been  served  with  these  excerpts,  and, 
as  far  es  I  know,  the  defcni. ‘nt  MATSUI' s  counsel  is 
not  here  because  he  did  not  know  that  any  such  paper 
would  be  tendered  in  evidence  at  this  time. 

COLONEL  IVANOV;  In  reply  I  can  say  that  we 
didn't  expect  to  meet  objections  from  the  side  of  the 
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defense  counsel  and,  therefore,  in  reply  to  those 
objections  we  submitted  this  interrogation  of  the 
Accused  !lkTSUI. 

THE  UONITOR:  For  identification. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  You  should  prove  this  admis- 
•sion  of  MATSUI's  in  order  to  meet  the  objection,  but 
the  rules  must  be  observed.  So,  we  v/111  recess  now 
until  half  past  nine  on  ilonday.
